Upon the recommendation 
of the Committee on Insti- 
tutional Study, the Faculty 
has approved the fdflowing 
resolution : . 

“At the end of each grad- 
ing period, the Dean of the 
College shall publish the 
names of .students ..who have 
made a scholastic index of 
2.50 to 3.00. . . . During the 
following grading period, 
these students are excused 
from the requirements of the 
“cut system” unless the in- 
structor of a particular 
course or section rules other- 
wise. Such honor students 
are, of course, expected to be 
present for all (announced 
tests and to maintain their 
daily work. If at any" time 
during the grading period 
the student’s progress falls 
below the expected level, the 
Dean shall have the right to 
revoke the privilege.”
